.MEFARATIONS FOR THE EXECUTION OF WIRZ TO-
DAY,

The looked for execution of Wirz to-morrow is exeit-
ing more remark and cccupying the public mind toa
much greater degree than did she bhanging of the con-
spirators. This is probably due to the fact of the ex-
tended notice given in this instance beforehand, while
in the case of the former execution ecarcely more than
ten hours of daylight intervened between the public an-
mouneement and the appearance ol the condemnad upon
the soaffold. Wirs is said to be in better condition to-
day, physically and meutally, than any time during his
eonfinement. He has had considerable slosp, o
appetite, and appears to gain more stamina as his hours
of lifotlme spproach tho lsst. His spiritual adviser,
¥ather Boyle, waa with him during much of
the aftermoon, amod left his cell about a quarter
past six this evening. Mr. Scbade also visited him
after an interview of the f with President Joh
this morning. The Interview is kuown to have been
productive of nolhing to Indicate that Wirz would be
meprieved, though on the sireets and in the hotels
fo-night popular beliof seems Lo be graduully and account-
ably pettling into that ction. Mr, Joh 1a k
to bave met the petition of Mr. Behade for & commut
tion of the sentence with kind and attentive regard, but
utiered nothing to cause a belief that Executive clemency
will be exercised in Wirz's case, nor does Mr. Schade
eotertain the shadow of such a hope.
